Oaks  Christian  Church  General  Board  Meeting 


January  12,  2014 

Jimmye  Saldivar,  board  chair,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  12:07  p.m..  Rev.  Don  Joseph  gave  the 
opening  prayer. 

Voting  Members  present:  Jimmye  Saldivar,  Don  Whitley,  Dorene  Drake,  Julie  Clawson,  Barbara 
Scantlin,  Ruth  Conover,  Pat  Scruggs,  Larry  Scruggs,  Pat  Whitley.  Non-voting  Participants:  Don 
Joseph,  Charlie  Dean,  and  three  Renovada  Sion  representatives:  Pastor  Ezekias,  Mitzi,  and 
Elizabeth  Ramirez. 

Minutes:  Minutes  for  the  November  10,  2013,  general  board  meeting  and  the  November  17,  2013, 
Annual  congregational  meeting  were  read  and  filed  for  audit. 

Renovada  Report:  The  Renovada  representatives  distributed  the  attached  calendar  of  their  planned 
activities  for  2014  in  the  fellowship  hall,  to  which  the  board  expressed  no  concerns.  In  addition  to  the 
dates  on  the  attachment,  they  asked  to  add  April  19,  to  which  no  concerns  were  expressed.  They 
also  expressed  a  desire  for  a  proposed  sign  improvement  as  shown  on  the  attached  sheet,  which  was 
estimated  to  cost  Oaks  Christian  $7,500,  but  for  which  they  were  seeking  a  discount  similar  to  the 
$2,000  discount  the  company  had  offered  to  Renovada  for  their  share.  They  also  said  that  that  they 
would  probably  want  their  sign  on  top  (to  be  removable),  whch  would  not  actually  include  the  shown 
chalice  due  to  their  leaving  the  denomination.  The  board  had  some  concerns  and  asked  that  they  be 
responded  to  at  the  next  meeting.  The  Renovada  Sion  representatives  then  left  the  meeting  to 
prepare  for  their  service. 

Treasurer's  Report:  The  attached  reports  for  November  and  December  of  2013  were  approved  by 
consensus. 

Financial  Secretary:  Attached  report  was  presented  and  filed  for  audit. 

Elders  Report:  Barb  reported  that  the  elders  would  be  discussing  various  Bible  characters  in  their 
Sunday  morning  meetings.  She  reported  that  the  Music  Committee  would  be  meeting  with  the  person 
who  sang  at  our  Christmas  Eve  service  as  a  possible  interim. 

Diaconate  Report:  Pat  reported  that  the  new  members  of  the  Diaconate  were  making  her  job  easier.
